Loses Case Against Louis Heyneman

lated Peddlers Ordinance.

Action in Suit of Wild & Co-, Agains 


City Practically Settles it— Ac­

The City of Rushville played even 
today in the eireuit eourt, 
winning 
one law suit and losing another. I lie 
one lost was to Louis Heyneman, who 
was alleged to have violated the eity 
ordinance regarding peddlers. 
The ease was a 
civil 
action 
in 
which the city attempted to 
collect 
the fee provided for peddlers in the 
city ordinance. 
Tile case was taken 
to the circuit court and Judge Sparks 
returned his verdict today finding for 
the defendant and taxing the 
eo-t- 
a ga inst the city, 
file court held that 
the city ordinance was in violation of 
tile interstate commerce 
laws 
and 
held that Heyneman had a right to do 
business here as the -nits he was sel­ 
ling were made in another state and 
shipped in here. 
Til police court the mayor held that. 
Heyneman should pay 
license 
fee. 
Tie appealed to the 
circuit 
court. 
Judge Sparks returned his 
findings 
after the city had submitted a brief 
in tho case. 
Young & Young repre­ 
sented Heyneman. 
The case that the city won, or n- 


g o o d as won, was Hie case of J. F. 
Wild Company in which 
.$200 
was 
demanded. 
June Sparks 
sustained 
a demurrer filed bv the city to the 
complaint which ends the case as far 
as the local court is concerned unless 
a change of venue i> taken or an ap­ 
peal to the supreme court. 
'Phi- is 
the outgrowth of a bond i-sne bought 
by Wild and Company of the 
city. 
The plaintiff paid the city $200 pre­ 
mium for the bonds and then refused 
the bonds. The city kept the money, 
believing that it was through no fault 
of theirs that the bonds were not ac­ 
cepted. 
John Kiplinger represented 
the city in both cases. 
A new trial was granted by Judge 
Sparks in the ditch cast* tiled by ^ cr­ 
imes Cavitt and others. 
The motion 
for a new trial that 
was 
sustained 
was filed by Ila! Green one of 
the 
property 
o w n e r s 
a lie ct cd 
by 
the 
drain, who objected to his 
assess­ 
ment. 
The drain affected practically 
every farmer in 
Jackson 
township 
and the ease has been closely follow­ 
ed by them. The time for a rehearing 
has not been set. 
Judge Sparks spent most

Digression is a 
crooked road and always leads to de­ 
feat. 
Fog drive- no mill. 
The mist

factory wheels. 
It is the mountain 
stream, narrowed into a definite chan­ 
nel that make- the machinery move 
and does things. 


All about 
us are men who 
are 
failures, men who are crowded to the 
wall and left far behind in the race 
of life, lf we inquire why th i s is so 
the answer is not hard to find. 
It is 
not because such men are criminals, 
not because they are so had, not be­ 
cause they sought 
the land of no. 
bodyism, not because they intention­ 
ally set failure before them as a goal 
to he arrived at, but it is because 
they have no -tiff and wise command 
ing purpose to arouse their latent 
powers to greater endeavor.

He appealed to the 
circuit 
court. 


Judge Sparks returned his 
findings 


after the city had submitted a brief 
in the case. Young & Young repre- 
sented Heyneman. 


The case that the city won. or as 


good as won, was the case of J. F. 
Wild Company in which $200 
was 


demanded. 
.Tune Sparks 
sustained 


a demurrer filed by the city to the 
complaint which ends the case as far 
as the local court is concerned unless 
a change of venue is taken or an ap- 
peal to the supreme court. 
This is 


the outgrowth of a bond issue bought 
by Wild and Company of the 
city. 


The plaintiff paid the city $200 pre- 
mium for the bonds and then refused 
the bonds.

The balance of trade for the first 


nine months of the fiscal year, July 
1, 1914, to April 1, 1015, reaches the 
enormous total of .$719,803,000. That 
is to say, we have sold to foreign 
countries in that period nearly three- 
quarters of a billion more than we 
liavc bought from them. That vast 
sum lias been placed to our credit 
and much of it is now 
circulating 


through the commercial veins of the 
country, putting new life into busi- 
ness, starting the wheels to turning, 
and giving fresh courage to trade in 
every line. 


Although 
the greater portion of 


this unprecedented export business 
totaling approximately two billions 
for the nine mouths, is due to the 
war. we may console ourselves with 
the thought that arms and ammuni- 
tion form comparatively a small part 
of it. While it is the war that is re- 
storing prosperity to us, it is not the 
instruments of war that are pushing 
it this way, but mainly the supplies 
that come from the field and factory 
to which no taint of blood can apply. 
Nearly $500,000,000 of this 
export 


business is made up of breadstuff's 
alone, and to this we have added cot- 
ton. counting up into hundreds of 
millions also; of clothing an incon- 
ceivable quantity, and many other 
commodities which are the bone and 
sinew of trade in times of peace. 


Much as we deplore the horrible, 


and, as it seems to us, useless war 
that is devastating Europe, we can- 
not avoid admission of the fact that 
it is bringing us an enormous busi- 
ness. We would rather, much rather, 
get our business in some other way, 
but the war was not of our making, 
the trade it has given us is legitimate 
and we are entitled to such profit as 
may honorably accrue from it.

ONLY COLLEGE MEN IN LIST 


Reason Given Was That They Hoped 


to Keep Alive Interest They 


Formerly Held in Short..

New York, May 24.—Athletes con- 


nected with the Amateur 
Athletic 


Union are discussing the recent ac- 
tion of the Intercollegiate A. A. A. A. 
in ignoring A. A. U. men in their se- 
lection of officials for 
the 
coming 


championship games to be held at 
Franklin Field, Philadelphia. Some of 
the comment is rather severe on the 
I. A. A. A. A. authorities, for the 
members of the A. A. U. Union are 
deeply stirred over the matter. 


The reason given by the Intercol- 


legiate Association for not 
inviting 


any Amateur Union officials is that 
the I. A. A. A. A. desires to bring 
back as many old college athletes as 
possible and therefore wants them to 
serve as officials to keep their inter- 
est alive. And they say it has been 
definitely decided that in the future 
only college men will be on the offi- 
cial Intercollegiate list. 


And unless some change is made 


in this announced policy big games 
in the future will miss the old time 
Amateur sportsmen, who have been 
connected with every I. A. A. A. A. 
championship as far back fts memory 
serves. To shut out these prominent 
sportsmen who are so closely iden- 
tified with amateur sports iu this 
country seems as if the Intercolle- 
giate can not but lose by it. 


Both the Intercollegiate and Ama- 


teur people deny there is any fric- 
tion in the move, but it Bailie as a 
udden surprise to the Amateur men.

the

games were sent out. 


Naturally Amateur Athletic 
offi- 


cials are silent. They say they will 
make no statements. 
But the un-

The "firing" of all outside sports- 


men as officials in championship col- 
lege games will mean the loss to in- 
rercollegiate meets of the services of 
men who have been identified with

Done to 
stand and not to fall. The man who 
never looks beyond what he is doing 
can never be sure of the outeome. If

forward today and-backward -.the 
next. To reach a port you must shape 
your course by the stars. 


The Olympic racer did not look be- 


hind him on the course hut OIL to 
the goal until he readied and clasped 
the pole! In moral development there 
must be a comparative obliviousness. 
I say comparative. Of course there 
will be and ought to be remember- 
ances of past achievements to in- 
spire us onto still higher 
aeheiv- 


ments. But attention to the past 
ihxmH be nothing as to what we give 
to (he future. Let the past go. It is 
irreparable and unavailing, the grand 
future must loom up and absorb our 
thought. Look not behind you. keep 
your eyes right onward upon the en- 
chanting scenes that are spread out 
on the suun3' height. 


The prize of the Grecian racer was 


a garland of olive, or laurel, or pine 
or apple. But the prize of the more 
noble minded is a well rounded out 
lii'e. To attain a successful end in 
life's struggle our energies must be 
concentrated and our well formed 
purpose supported by an indomitable 
spirit of persistency. There must be 
110 hali'-hcartedness, no divided fac- 
ualties; we must aim at something 
definite. The whole soul must be set 
upon it. Concentration is essential to 
success in almost every department 
of life. Noah built his ark because he 
concentrated his mind on his work. 
Abraham lived a pilgrim's life be- 
cause he set his heart on a city'that 
had foundations. Napoleon became 
nearly the master of Europe because 
he set his heart on the infernal work. 
Demosthenes 
became one 
of the 


greatest 
orators of the world he- 


cause oratory was the work on which 
he had set his heart. So in all things 
learning, literature, business, recrea- 
tion, all these must be rendered sub- 
serviant to a single purpose if we 
would succeed. 


On a card I saw in a down town 


office 
the other day, I read 
these

The apostle Paul though an aged 


and imprisoned 
man, would 
still 


climb, hoping to attain to still great- 
er heights. Thus, while incarcerated 
behind the black walls of a Roman 
prison, in addressing the young and 
growing church 
at Philippi, 
he 


said,—"Brethern I count not myself 
to have apprehended; but this one 
thing I do, forgetting those 
things 


which are behind, and reaching forth 
unto those things which are before, 
I press toward the mark for the prize 
of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesns." 


It seems almost unbelievable that 


a man in jail and his race almost run 
should express himself in such lang- 
uage. Some have even gone so far as 
to question 
the whole story 
and 


brand it as fiction. Somebody imagin- 
ed it. But not so. Men forget that 
human history is full of the 
unex- 


pected and unlocked for. The daring 
and successful charge of the Federal 
soldiers up Missionary Ridge on Nov. 
25, '63 was not according to. rule 
or precedent, but it happened. That 
a dreaming vision-seeing girl called 
Joan of Arc should have put on male 
attire, armed herself like a warrior 
and led the soldiers of France to 
many a victory against the English 
bears on the face of it the semblenee 
of legend, but she did it. That when 
the carpenter of Nazareth command- 


evil spirits to come out of men, 


and they obeyed the multitude mar- 
velled and said, *,Wt was never so 


n in Isreal," 
but He 
did it. 


That Doctor 
Tanner, like 
Jesus 


Christ could fast forty 
days and 


forty nights and live smacks of the 
increditable, 
but he .did it. 
That 


Doctor Sun, the oriental statesman 
and founder of the Chinese Repub- 
lic, should have deelined the presi- 
dency of the new nation 
and sur- 


rendered what must have been a nat- 
ural ambition seems almost 
unbe- 


lievable, but stated he did it. 
That 


Abraham Lincoln should have been 
cut off at the very birih of the nation, 
which his wisdom and steadiness he 
gave to the world, is something that 
never would have entered into any 
liuman program but it came to pass. 


And so when we turn the pages of 


history we find that truth is strong- 
er than fiction, and things that have 
really happened a thousand times 
more marvelous than- any romancer 
could ever have conceived of. It is 
hardly a sign of large sanity 
and 


level 
headedness to be 
skeptical 


about the improbable^for annuals of 
past are stocked with heroisms and 
tragedies and occurrences so unlike- 
ly that no Arabian Nights story tel- 
ler could ever have intervented them. 


"This one thing I do" says the 


Apostle. No scattering, no diffusive- 
ness, no puttering about, no dabbling 
here and there but 
concentration. 


That is what wins. Digression is a 
crooked road and always leads to de- 
feat. Fog drives no mill. The mist 
that hangs over the hills propels no 
factory wheels. It is the mountain 
stream, narrowed into a definite chan- 
nel that makes the machinery move 
and does things. 


All about 
us are men who 
are 


failures, men who are crowded to the 
wall and left far behind in the race 
of life. If we inquire why this is so 
the answer is not hard to find. It if 
not because such men are criminals, 
not because they are so bad, not be- 
cause they sought 
the land of no- 


bodyism, not because they intention- 
ally set failure before them as a goa 
to be arrived at, but it is because 
they have no stiff and wise command- 
ing purpose to arouse their latenl 
powers to greater endeaver. 
Like 


the debris 
upon the' ocean, they 


yield to the course of least resistance 
and soon are 
stranded upon 
un^ 


known shores. 


History docs not furnish us will] 


the examples of men in any walk oi 
life who ever accomplished anything 
'worth while without fixity of purpose, 
men who did not mass their energies, 
focalize 
their powers and move 


straight and steadily forward towarc 
a definite end. 


Every once in a while some man 


who was never heard of before come? 
out in a blaze of flame; his picture ife 
sought for, the papers write him up, 
he is the talk of a continent, and the 
world rubs its eyes and wonders how 
it happened. But there is no wonder 
about it at 
all. It is as natural as 


effect should follow cause. 
Behind 


that man there has 
been a quiet, 


dominating purpose. 
Behind that 


man was Paul's "This one thing I 
do." 
All the time year after year, 


he was gathering strength, accumul- 
ating power, putting away reserve,

said Dr. Cigrand. "In almost all of 
the states there are laws covering 
desecration of the national banner, 
but they vary too much in the dif- 
ferent states. What is needed is 
comprehensive Federal statute thai 
will cover the ground.
